In the chamber ol deputies a reso­ 
lution calling for an immediate hold­ 
ing of special elections resulted i i 
an interpellation of the m inister of 
interior to confirm or refute the state­ 
ment that the < ountry is yet in a 
state of revolution. 
It is said that General Felix Diaz 
will have us his opponents in lits < aa- 
didacy for the presidency Francisco 
de la Barra, the present m inister of 
foreign affairs; Kodolfo Keyes, son of 
General 
Bernardo 
Keyes, who 
was 
killed in the first attack on the pal­ 
ate, and Dr. Francisco Vasquex Go­ 
mez. Friends have begun a campaign 
in behalf of these candidates. 
Reports are not altogether reassur­ 
ing from the states of Coahuila, Nue­ 
vo Leon and Ban Luis Potosi, where 
rebels are committing depredations.

He was Mexico’s delegate to the I’an- 
Anierican Congress in Rio de Janeiro 
in 19 0G and to the peace conference at 
The Hague in 19 07. 
As env oy to all the republics on the 
Atlantic coast of South America he 
was said lo hav e achiev ed a wonderful 
k nowledge of Latiu-American affairs. 
He represented his country in the Neth­ 
erlands and in Belgium before being 
sent as ambassador to tlie United 
States. 
Seuor do In Barra was k nown in 
Washington for his pleasing manners 
and the fluency and correctness of his 
French and English. 


H u nd re d s of H om eless. 
There w as no estimating the number 
of homeless people suddenly reduced to i 
misery in Mexico City. 
A fter leav ing 
their liomes destroyed by cannon they 
had 
no places of refuge sav e the 
churches. 
The fathers of the church 
had opened the sanctuary to the dis­ 
tressed. 
By the time daylight came on 
tiie sixth day at least 10,000 people, 
mostly women and children, were sleep­ 
ing or praying In them. The churches 
of San Jose de los Naturales, Santa 
Vera Cruz. San Francisco, La Concep­ 
cion, La Bnlv anera, Santa Caterina tie 
i Sena, Jesus Maria and many more 
were crowded with the miserable. 
It 
is estimated that 3,000 persons fell in 
tlie week of fighting. 
A big propor­ 
tion were noncombatants. 
Tlie charity of the priests w ent part 
way toward allev iating suffering and 
hunger. 
The Catholic sisters nursed 
sick and injured women, while broth­ 
ers of the orders and the priests pro­ 
v ided coffee, beans and the ev er neces­ 
sary cigarettes. 
Daylight exposed the dreadful ruin 
that bad been wrought after liv e days 
of tremendous cannonading in the cen­ 
ter of a city of 500,000 people. 
From 
the great national palace on the east 
to the legislativ e palace and the Colo- 
nia Roma (where tiie American em bas­ 
sy is located) on the west and from the j 
Church of San Ilipoiito on the north to | 
the Belem prison on tiie south a terri­ 
tory 
containing the 
most beautiful 
streets and the finest public and busi­ 
ness buildings of tiie capital showed 
signs of wreck age, and in the Charles 
IV. square many houses hav e been dis­ 
mantled or brok en to pieces. 


S tre et« S eem T orna d o S w ept. 
A score o f streets appear 
as if they 
hail been swept by a tornado. 
Mounds 
of wreck age and debris in which lie 
the bodies of human beings and of 
ho rses offend the senses. 
Many of the 
streets are impassable. 
The incessant 
storm of lend and iron lias wreck ed the 
electric lighting. The telephone serv ice 
is practically ruined. 
There is no business whatev er. 
The 
bank s hav e been dosed for days. The 
public mark ets are deserted. 
Ev en the 
general postotiice is shut, many of tlM* 
employees hav ing been drafted into 
the federal army. 
But the greatest 
menace of all is that of pestilence. 
Nothing whatev er lias been done by tiie 
troops of either shle to protect the city 
from plague. 
More than 1,000 American citizens 
were quartered at the American em ­ 
bassy or in priv ate houses, many un­ 
furnished. hired by Ambassador Wil­ 
son. 
The Americans hav e been activ e 
in caring for other foreign residents. 
In tin* sudden hegira of late Wednes­ 
day ev ening, when ail of the automo­ 
biles were hired.

and for the last seven years he had 
been employed as engineer trying out 
engines. 
He belonged to the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers and 
Firemen order. 
He came to Brainerd when IO years 
old. 
In 
1813 he was married to 
Miss Mary Thlery and to them five 
children were born, Jennie aged 17, 
Emory aged 15, William aged 
14, 
W alter aged 13 and Frances aged 9. 
A brother, Emory Scott, lives at St.

Steel Trade is Full of Vitality and 
Railroads are Still Distributing 
Equipment Orders 
New 
York. 
February 
25— The 
steel trade is full of vitality and the 
railroads are still distributing equip­ 
ment orders with 
a liberal 
hand. 
Last week the 
principal 
contracts 
came from the Norfolk & Western 
the International 
Great 
Northern, 
while the Pennsylvania company put 
out another cai! for bids on 6,500 
ars. 
The Norfolk & Western distributed 
orders for 7,700 tons of bridge w-orks 
and 650 tons of which went to the 
American 
Bridge 
company. 
The 
same road contracted for a heavy 
tonnage of structural steel for 4,500 
cars. 
The International Great Northern 
ordered 5,500 tons of rails, 400 cars 
and IO locomotives. 
The Burlington 
is to have 25 locomotives constructed, 
while the Wheeling & I.ake Erie gave 
an order for 20 and the Missouri Pa­ 
cific for 7 locomotives. 
Other num­ 
erous small rail o r d e r s aggregated 
30,000 tons and were placed by rail 
roads in the west. 
The Iuternation 
al s order for 40,000 tons of rails 
w* nt to foreign mills. 
The Carnegie 
Steel company is to finish 1,500 tons 
of structural steel plates and shapes 
and 10,000 tons of armor plate for 
the United States battleship Pennsyl­ 
vania.

when the storm cleared up and we 
resumed our journey. The snow had 
drifted badly and in places was many 
feet deep, but it had packed so hard 
that we drove over the drifts with­ 
out any difficulty. 
It was 40 miles 
to Red River from where we were. 
When we were within IO miles of 
the Red River we met some men com­ 
ing out with oxen and provisions for 
our party. 
On our first trip to Red River we 
reached there the first day of April, 
1859, with 7 yoke of oxen and the 
steamer's boller. Then we commenced 
going back and hauling our stuff in. 
The crew started to build quarters to 
live in and the blacksmith and my­ 
self built a blacksmith shop and be­ 
gan to set up the machinery. When 
we got fairly started at our work 
the teams went back and brought up 
the rest of the materials. 
I don’t 
* remember how- long it was until tho J 
last of the snow was gone, but in the 
mean time the boat was being re­ 
built.
